DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 28 recites the limitation "the intermediate image" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claim 28 recites the limitation "the generated set" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 19-21, 24, 30, 32, and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated -by Rasche et al. US 5,933,006 A. Rasche et al shows all of the features of the 
instant invention as required by independent claims 1,19, and 33, including a computer, method, 
and imaging system for reducing motion artifacts in sequentially scanned images using velocity 
vectors of pixels or edges (which must inherently be detected by edge recognition) by creating a 
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warped image grid (raster) (abstract, column 1 lines 5-10, column 2 lines 8-22, and column 3 
lines 28-46). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 3 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rasche et al US 
5,933,006 A. Rasche shows all of the features of the instant invention except for the use of x-rays 
produced from electron beam and target. It is well known to use an electron beam and target to 
create x-rays for use in 3D imaging. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the instant invention to use CT imaging instead of MR imaging to be able to create 
a purely structural image, motivated by the desire to see structure devoid of function. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 14-18 and 34-37 are allowed. 

10. Claims 4, 5, 8-13, 22, 23, and 25-27 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 28 and 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: in 
the subject matter as claimed, claims 4, 5, 14-16, 22, 23 34, and 35 address specific sinogram 
limitations, claims 8, 16-18, 25, 36, and 37 address time variation of intensity of CT numbers, 
claims 10-13, and 26-29 address (an intermediate image of the) motion required to blend one 
image into another image, and claim 9 specifically addresses an mpeg motion predictor. These 
features are neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
